dustrial Commission has submit- 
ted its final report to Congress. 
It. is a document of more than one 
printed pages. The first part, 
which has been made public, deals with 
the progress of the nation, in agricul- 
ture, mining and transportation. Rec- 
ommendations are made on the subject 
of transportation and agriculture. The 
commission advises as to transportation 
that the policy of governmental su- 
pervision and control of railroads as 
originally laid down in the Senate com- 
mittee report of 1886, and embodied the 
following year in the interstate com- 
merce act, be revived and strengthened; 
that the authority of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, necessary for 
the adequate protection of shippers and 
clearly intended by the framers of the 
law, be restored, and that the powers 
and functions of the commission be en- 
larged practically as contemplated n 
the so-called Cullom bill of 1900, except 
as to authority to prepare and enforce 
A uniform classification. 


No riste pee classification pa to be 
changed without at least sixty days’ 
notice to shippers, unless specifically 
authorized by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 


That strict adherence to tariffs be re- 
quired, and rebates or discrimination 
prevented by an increase of the pen- 
alties. 

That the long and short haul ‘clause 
in section 4 of the act of 1887 be 
strengthened and rigidly enforced, un- 
less the carriers shall be released by 
special order of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Helen Hay, 
eldest daughter of Secretary of State 
John Hay, and Payne Whitney of New 
York, son of ex-Secretary of the Navy 
W. C. Whitney, were married toduy 
at noon, at the Church of the Cove- 
nant. The wedding was the most 
natable social event of the season in 
Washington, being celebrated before 
the presence of the highest officials in 
the land, inclu the President and 
his Cabinet, and of what is recognised 
as the best of New York and New 
Engiand society. The family has 
been in mourning since the death of 
Adelbert Hay, but for this one day the 
mourning Was put aside, and the wed- 
ding was celebrated, with all the pomp 


and circumstance that would have 
characterized it otherwise. 
For several days past, the guests 


have been gathering and preparations 
have been making for the wedding. 
The groom's father, ex-Secretary W- 
lam C. Whitney, came to Washington 
with a party of distinguished friends, 
including Sir Edward Colebrooke, C. 
T. Barney, Mies Barney and Mr. and 
Mrs. Gerald Paget, while Payne Whit- 
ney, the bridegroom, had gathered 
about him at the Arlington a large 
number of his college chums and 
friends.

Her war loan has 
jumped up £1%. The rise ts attributed 
in some measure to the world tour of 
Marquis Ito. The moderate views of 
Marquis Ito, as expressed in New 
Yark, together with judicious “puffing” 
in London, are belfeved to hawe already 
gone far to restore Japan to her nor- 
mal position in the world markets. 
Marquis Ito is expected to return to 
Japan about the end of next month. 

The Diet, after a holiday recess, is 
considering the introduction of several 
bills. It is expected that as a result 
of the victory of the Cabinet over the 
Constitutionalists, a result due, it is 
said, to the telegraphic instructions of | 
Marquis Ito, president of the opposition 
party, the budget will be passed by both 
houses. Ope of the chief measures con- 
templated is a revised banking bill, 
designed to prevent the institution of 
“wild-cat™ banks.

adoption of that route involved the 
driving of a tunnel through the granite 
of a mountain range sufficiently large 
to admit the passage of any ship 
afloat, the route had been regarded as 
impracticable. Personally, he was con- 
vinced that such a tunnel could be 
constructed at a reasonable cost. 

Mr. Scott explained that the San Blas 
route connected the two oceans from 
the Bay of Mandingo in the Gulf of 
Fan Bilas, on the Atiantic side, to Pear! 
Island Harbor, in the Gulf of Panama, 
on the Pacific side of the isthmus. In- 
cluding the five-mile tunnel, the canal 
would be thirty miles long. He said 
that the harbors of the San Bilas route 
had excited the enthusiaywm of all en- 
gineers who had investigated them. He 
believed that electrical power made it 
entirely practicable by this route to tow 
ships through the canal by electric 
trolley. He thought it improbable that 
sailing vessels would be able to navi- 
gate any of the propesed routes. The 
route he proposed, he sald, offered 
great natural and commercial advan- 
tages. He did not believe anyone 
would question the desirability of a 
ship canal by the San Blas route if 
the tunnel which it involved could be 
constructed, and he had no doubt this 
could be done. He referred to the 
Hoosac, Mt. Cenis, St. Gothard, Ari- 
berg and Simplon tunnels as daring 
and successful efforts of modern en- 
gineering. He quoted both American 
and European engineering authorities 
to show that the construction of the 
San Blas tunnel was quite practicable. 

For the following reasons Mr. Scott 
believed the San Blas route was the 
only feasible and practical sea-level 
canal route: Its healthy location: sec- 
ond, its shortness; third, its magnifi- 
cent harbor; fourth, its total absence 
of locks; fifth, the possibility of work- 
ing gangs of men night and day, in the 
wet and dry season, under good sani- 
tary conditions; sixth, the very im- 
portant consideration that by this 
route, and no other, sailing vessels 
could be towed by electric power by 
night as well as by day, thus effecting 
u great saving of time and expense: 
seventh, the economical maintenance 
of the canal when completed; eighth, 
the permanency of ita rock bed and the 
absence of earth embankment; ninth, 
the desirable fact that it can be con- 


structed within three, or at most, five 
years. 

Mr. Scott concluded by strongly urs- 
ing the adoption of his resolution, say- 
ing that he wished to be convinced of 
the practicability or impracticability 
of a ship tunnel, and had submitted 
his resolution as a pure business prop- 
osition. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Seott's 
speech, Mr. Morgan, chairman of the 
Committee on Interoceanic Canals, 
moved that the resolution offered by 
Mr. Scott be referred to that commit- 
tee. He said the committee had Gen. 
Sorrel, the promoter of the San Blas 
route, before it, and the matter had 
been referred to a subcommittee, 
which was now conducting an investi- 
gation of that project. He pointed out 
that Colombia probably would oppose 
the adoption of the San Blas route, as 
that would destroy both the Panama 
Canal and the Panama Rallroad. Com- 
pany. It would be a hopeless task, he 
sal to convince Colombla that the 
San Blas route would be the most de- 
sirable one proposed. However, he 
said, the committee was investigating 
thoroughly all matters pertaining to 
an isthmian canal, and would lay the 
facts concerning all routes before the 
Senate. 

Without objection, the resolution wae 
referred to the Committee on Inter- 
oceanic Canals. 

ARID-LAND BILL.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Mr. Hans- 
brough of North Dakota then ad- 
dressed the Senate on the genera! sub- 
ject of the irrigation of arid lands, his 
remarks being based upon his bill ap- 
propriating the receipts from the sale 
of the public lands in certain States 
and Territories to the construction — 1 
irrigation worke for the reclamation 
arid lands. 

He said the — was not a 
sectional one, as throughout the East 
and South there was a strong senti- 
ment in favor of it. In support of this 
statement he indicated many prominent 
newspapers and periodicals in the East 
and South which had indorsed the ir- 
rigation plan. He quoted, too, from 
the message of President Roosevelt to 
Congress to show that he was in favor 
of it. Mr. Hansbrough said the bill 
did net contemplate a raid on the 
United States Treasury, the cost of 
carrying the project into effect being 
limited to the proceeds of the sales of 
puldic lands in thirteen States and 
three Territories. These proceeds 
would amount to $2,500,000 per annum, 
In a period of thirty-eight years, he 
said, 40,000,000 acres of land would be 
jeclaimed by the available waters, all 
the work to be done under the direc- 
tion of the Secretary of the Interior. 

Mr. Hansbrough asked that his ben 
be made the unfinished business after 
the Philippine Tariff Bill, and the Sen- 
ate agreed to the request. 

Rille then were passed as follows: 
Authorizing the construction of a 
vridge across the Columbia River by 
the Washington and Oregon Railway 
Compeny; appropriating $2,500,000 for 
the erection of a postoffice in the city 
of New York: appropriatng $550,000 for 
the erection of a public bullding at 
Tacoma, Wash.: providing for two ad- 
ditional associate justices for the Ter- 
ritory of Oklahoma. 

PHILIPPINE TARIFF BILL. 

Consideration of the Philippine Tariff 
Bill then was resumed. Mr. Lodge, in 
charge of the measure, expressed a de- 
sire to perfect it by the addition of 
some amendments to the phraseology. 

An amendment was offered by Mr. 
Lodge to section 3 of the bill, so that it 
would read as foliows: 

“That on and after the passage of 
thie act, in addition to any tonnage 
dues or taxes now |! by the gov- 
ernment of the Philippine Islands, the 
same tonnage taxes shall be levied, ol- 
lected and valid upon all foreign vesse!ls 
coming into the United States from the 
Philippine archipelago, and in addition 
to any tonnage dues or taxes now im- 

by the government of the Philip- 
pine Islands upon all foreign vessels, 
except vessels of Spain, owned by Span- 
ish subjects engaged in traffic between 
ports of the Philippine archipelago, 
which are required by law to be levied, 
collected and paid upon vessels coming 
into the United States from foreign 
countries; provided, however, that un- 
til otherwise provided by law, the pro- 
visions of law restricting to vessels of 
the United States the transportation 
of passengers and merchandise, d. 
rectly or indirectly, from one purt of 
the United States to another port of 
the United States shall not be appli- 
cable to foreign vessels ng in 
trade between the Philippine archipel- 
ago and the United States or between 
ports in the Philippine archipelago.” 

Mr. Patterson of Colorado, a Demo- 
cratic member of the Philippine Com- 
mission, inquired what effect the pro- 
posed amendment would have on the 
coastwise trade, and whether an ex- 

opportunity were not offered 
now to bulld up and expend American 
shipping by placing the Philippine 181 
ands in the same category with our 
own coastwise trade, so that the inter- 
island traffic might be transferred from 
foreign to American bottoms. 

Mr. replied that he agreed 


trade would be handied in American 
bottoms, but he did not think this was 
the proper time to apply the coastwise 
navigation laws of the United States to 
the Pwilippine Islands, or even to say 
they would be applied later. In a short 
time, however, he was satisfied there 
would be enough American vessels in 
the islands to handle all the interisland 
trade. 

Mr. Patterson contended that in jus- 
tlee to American capital, Which Ws 
likely to be invested in such shipping, 
a definite time for the application cf 
the committee's amendment ought to 

He therefore offered 
an amendment striking out in 
the first proviso the words “other- 
wise provided by law,” and sub- 
stituting the words March 1, 1903." 
_ amendment was rejected by 18 to 


Mr. Lodge then offered the following 
amendment as an additional provision 
of section 3: That the Philippine Com- 
mission shall be authorized and em- 
powered to issue licenses to all vessels 
or other craft now engaged in lighter- 
age or other exclusively harbor busi- 
ness, but after the passage of this act, 
such license, except as herein provided, 
shall be issued only to vessels or other 
craft built in the Philippine Islands or 
in the United States and owned by 
citizens of the United States or by in- 
habitants of the Philippine Islands.” 

Consideration of the measure was 
interrupted to permit the sedition 
laws in force in the Philippine Islands 
to be laid before the Senate. They had 
deen sent to the Senate by the Secre- 
tary of War in response to a resolu- 
tion offered by Mr. Rawlins of Uta 
several days ago. The laws were rea 
in full by the clerk. 

At the conclusion of the reading Mr. 

sent to the clerk's desk and 
had read sections 5331 to 6338, inclusive, 
of the Revised Statutes of the United 
States, dealing with the same offenses. 

When the reading had been concluded 
Mr. Lodge secured the adoption of the 
following amendment: 

“That merchandise in bonded were- 
houses otherwise in the custody and 
control of the offices of the customs, 
upon which duties have been paid, shall 
be entitled, on sh to the Philip- 
pine Islands within three years from 
the date of the original arrival to a 
return for the duties paid, less 1 
cent., and merchandise upon which 
duties have not been paid may be 
shipped without the yment of duties 
to the Philippine Islands within said 
period, under such rules and regula 
tions as may be prescribed by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury.” 

Mr. in response to inquiries 
explained that the amendment was of- 
fered merely as a reasonable protec- 
tion to native boats and to boats 
from the United States sent there to 
take part in the lighterage business. 
Uniess some such provision as this 
were adopted, he said, the probabilit 
was that the harber of Manila wou 
be covered with such craft from Hong 
Kong and other Chinese ports, thus 
depriving American owners of lighter- 
age boats of the opportunity of doing 
that business. The amendment was 
adopted. Several minor amendments 
also were agreed to without debate. 

This perfected the bill so far as the 
committee was concerned. 

Mr. Hoar then spoke briefly upon the 
sedition laws enacted by the Philippine 
Commission, saying he was sorry that 
the commission had had its act justi- 
fied by reference to the only harsh and 
cruel provisions that were to be found 
in the statutes of the United States. 
Under this cruel prevision of the 
Philippine Commission, a mother hav- 
ing knowledge of treason of her son 
must inform the authorities upon him: 
the son must inform upon the mother: 
the brother upon the brother; the 
daughter upon the father, and so on, 
He said the aus of the United States 
were applied aniy to citizens of this 
country, citizens by either nativity or 
adoption. in : case of the applica- 
tion in the Phflippines, he said, they 
were being put into execution by alien 
authority responsible only to an alien 
government or command. 

Mr. Foraker said he never had heard 
the Philippine acts read until now. 
He was surprised, however, that the 
Senator from Massachusetts (Mr. 
Hoar.) should be mentally and morally 
disturbed by such provisions as had 
been heard. When Mr. Hoar had de- 
sired to know, he added, whether it 
were possible that the United States 
had enacted such provisions, he had 
sent for the United States statutes and 
had read the acts upon treason and of- 
fenses against the country. 

“Not only are the provisions the 
same,” he declared, “as those contained 
in the Philippine acts, but the wording 
in both is practically identical. The 
Philippine Commission adopted the lan- 
guage of the Revised Statutes, adding 
such matters as would make the pro- 
visions applicable to the Philippine 
Islands.” 

Mr. Tillman interrupted Mr. Foraker 
to denounce the sedition laws enacted 
by the Mppine Com as 
“damnable doctrine.” 

“It might be in order,” said Mr. For- 
aker, warmly, “to inquire of the Sen- 
ator from South Carolina, on which 
side of the struggle in the Philippines 
are his sympathies.” 

“My sympathies are with the Fm 
pinos,”’ shouted Mr. Tillman, pounding 
his desk emphatically. 

“Undoubtedly they are,“ retorted Mr. 
Foraker, “and such a flatfooted and un- 
qualified declaration as the Senator has 
made would render the Revised Stat- 
utes applicable to him, if he were not 
protected by his position as Senator.” 

Mr. Hoar again interrupted Mr. For- 
aker, and directing attention to the 
declaration in the Senate chamber of 
Thomas Corwin of Ohio, during a de- 
bate on the Mexican War, that if he 
were a Mexican he would welcome the 
Americans “with bloody hands to hos- 
pitable graves,” inquired if the people 
of Ohio did not reverence the name and 
memo of Thomas Corwin. 

Mr. Foraker replied that the people 
of Ohio did love to recall the memory 
of Corwin, but they realized, 
he said, that in that great emergency 
he had a profound mistake. 

In response to a question from Mr, 
Patterson of Colorado, Mr. Foraker 
said that there was not a single 
in the sedition laws adopted by’ the 
Philippine Commission, which would 

e the authorities to touch any man 
who was loyal to the United States. 

Mr. Tiliman said that he had seen 
a statement from Gen. Chaffee that 
practically the entire population was 
imbued with a hatred of Americans.

The remarkable achievements of 
M. Santos-Dumont. with his dirigible 
airship. nave greatly revived the in- 
terest in aérial navigation, and in all 
countries of the civilized world the 
subject is receiving more exhaustive 
etudy, both from scientists and in- 
ventors, than it has ever received 
in past.

This Meral offer will 
undoubtedly serve to bring out the 
best achievements in the line of 
arial navigation, and will insure an 
exhibition of great and unusual 
interest. 

It is proposed to bold. in connec- 
tion with the aérial tournament, an 
aérostatic congress, for the discussion 
by hose who have made the subject 
especial study, or have undertaken 
practical experiments in the naviga- 
tion of the air. This conference 
should serve to bring out all the 
latest ideas relating to this subject, 
which for more than a century has 
had a singular fascination, not alone 
for inventors and scientific students, 
but for all inquiring minds. 

The proposed tournament will cer- 
tainly be a novel feature of the St. 
Louis world's fair. The secretary of 
the association, Walter B. Stévens, 
reports that there is already a pros- 
pect of upward of one hundred en- 
tries in the competition, representing 
rome ten different countries. Thus a 
highly interesting exhibit is assured, 
whether any practical advance de 
made in the science of aérial naviga- 
tion or not. 

Thus far, it cannot be said that the 
problem is ver- near to a practical 
solution. The achievements of the 
young Brazilian scientist, M. Santos- 
Dumont. have undeniably brought the 
problem nearer to a solution than it 
has ever been before. But a great 
deal remains to be accomplished be- 
fore the purely experimental stage 
will have been past. Many well in 
formed persons maintain that the 
navigation of the air will never be 
made commercially practicable. while 
others are equally confident that we 
are on the eve of a complete practical 
solution. So many wonderful things 
have been accomplished within the 
past hundred years that it is rash 
to declare tha: this problem = is’ 
impossible of solution. Men will con- 
tinue to wrestle with it until they 
either ach.eve success or demonstrate 
beyond al! questions that there are 
limitations which make the successful 
navigation of the air impossible. At 
all events, the aérial tournament at 
St. Louis next year will be an event cf 
very great world-interest.

Princess Chic” might perhaps more 
properly be termed en operatic com- 
edy than an opera coniique, though 
it is placed in the latter classifica- 
tion. But— that which we call a rose, 
by any other name would smell as 
sweet.” It ent so much the name— 
“the plays the thing.” While the plot 
is not so very complicated, it is suffi- 
ciently so for all practical purposes 
chief among which is to attract and 
amuse the public with beautiful stage 
pictures, lavish in volor and harmo- 
nious in ensembie, presented in a set- 
ting of light, but melodious, musical 
numbers.

TEMPERANCE EDUCATION. 


Gathering at Boston Celebrates Ex- 
tension of Laws Requiring it to the 
Forty-fifth State. 


Nearly twenty years ago, the first 
temperance education law in the world 
was enacted in Vermont, largely 
through the instrumentality of one de- 
voted woman, aided by noble workers, 
especially the Woman's Christian Tem- 
perance Union. Through the same in- 
strumentalities, powerfully ulded in 
many instances by members of re- 
ligious and philanthropic organizations, 
State after State in rapid succession 
placed these laws upon its statute 
books. As an object lesson, a tem- 
perance education map was prepared 
showing the States which had temper- 
ance education laws in white, the 
States which had none in black, and 
as such laws have been enacted in 
one State after another, the black cov- 
ering of each has been removed. 

Mra. Mary H. Hunt of Boston, re- 
ferred to above, whose earnest self- 
sacrificing labors in behalf of this form 
of education, have i rably asso- 
clated her name with it, has just re- 
ceived the pen with which the Gov- 
ernor of Georgia recently signed the 
last of these laws now enacted by the 
Legisiatures of every one of the forty- 
five States of the United States and by 
the national all of which re- 
quire physiology and h 
special reference to the effects of al- 
coholic drinks and other narcotics, to 
be taught in all schools under State 
and Federal control. 

The removal of the last black cap 
from the temperance education map 
was, therefore, an occasion of historic

County Assessor—Money Paid for 
Water Bonds, Though Remaining in 
New York, Thought to Be Taxabie- 


{Taxes and how to escape them are 
subjects of absorbing interest to many 
people just now, in view of the fact 
that the.Assersor will swoop down on 
all taxpayers the first Monday in 
March and try to levy on all their 
property that may not be legally ex- 
empt. 

How would a little dose of double 
taxation please the unscrupulous? 

Of course men may suppress their 
holdings and none will be the wiser, 
particularly in the case of foreign notes 
and mortgages. Deputy District-Attor- 
ney Wilbur sent a communication yes- 
terday to County Assessor “aldwell, 
replying to the question “whether or 
not the Assesor should assess notes 
secured by real estate in other States, 
such notes being held by residents‘ of 
this State.” 

“Yes,” is Mr. Wilbur's anewer. 

The opinion accompanying this sim- 
ple monosyllabic reply is a long one, 
and discusses in an exhaustive manner 
the law involved in a consideration of 
tlie question. Says the District Attor- 
ney: “We think the decisions of the 
Supreme Court heretofore rendered 
very clearly show that such property 
is subject to assessment when owned 
by residents of this State—the theory 
of the law being that credits and per- 
sopal property follow the person of 
the creditor and should be taxed at 
his place of residence.” 


WATER MONEY TAXABLE. 


This opinion would make the 2.0090. 
000 just paid by the city of Los Angeles 
to the Los Angeles City Water Com- 
pany for the waterworks subject to 
taxation, even though the money 
should not be brought to this city but 
be left in Nen York. Accordingly is 
the taxable wealth of the eounty m- 
creased by the amount of New York 
money that is thus reached. The county 
tax rate is 1.4 and the city rate 1.2—a 
total rate of $2.60 on every hundred 
dollars’ werth of valuation. Thus, by 
reason of the & per cent. water bonds, 
will the city and the county together 
get back through taxation two-thirds 
of the amount to be paid every sear 
in inerest.

State Convention Opens 
in Crown City. — 


Delegates Welcomed by 
Mayor and Others. 


Stirring Addresses Made— 
New State President— Need 


Building. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

PASADENA, February 6.—There are 
about one hundred and twenty-five 
delegates in the city to the Twen- 
ty-first Annual State Convention 
of the Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion, which opened this evening in the 
First Methodist Church. The conven- 
tion will last until, and including, Sun- 
day. There was temporary organization 
at the association rooms this afternoon 
‘at 5 o'clock. Work was apportioned to 
various committees. 

At 6 o'clock all the delegates and a 
number of invited friends assembied in 
the parlors of the Presbyterian Charch, 
where the ladies served an elaborate 
collation, Short speeches were made, 
and last year’s president of the con- 
vention, Henry J. McCoy, responded. 

Rev. Dr. Henry A. Cooke of Boston, 
who is spending the winter here, spoke 
words of cncouragement te the young 
men, telling how, in his eighty years 
of life, he has been the sucvessful man 
and the unsuccessful! one, and weighed 
the relative causes. 

Maj. Hardy of Suniner, Ala., struck 
the keynote of the convention by speak- 
ing of the necessity of an association 
building in this city. The way to get 
it, he said, is by prayer. Pray and 
Nod wili cause some weaithy peop.e to 
loosen their purse Krings and start a 
bullding fund.

A strike in a packing-house 
sometimes means only the effort on 
the part of the packers to prevent hav- 
ing to hustle hard to make big wages 
each day. Good, steady day work would 
no doubt improve the pack far beyond 
the expense that might accrue as com- 
pared with piece work.

Rural Telephones. 

Glendora is agitating the establish- 
ment of a mutual telephone service, 
and has progressed to the point of de- 
ciding to wire the community and put 
in the “hello” as soon as possi ble. 
President McKinley, in his last annual 
message to Congress, said in regard to 
rural delivery of mails: It ameliorates 
the isolation of farm life and quickens 
the dissemination of general informa- 
tion.” The rural telephone may be 
classed with rural mali delivery in the 
enlivenment of ntry life, and as a 
disseminator of intelligence it dis- 
counts everything else for speed and 
convenience. The people of Glendora 
may not be able to reach the main ar- 


community convenience it is worth all 
it will cost. 

The utility of rural telephones has 
proven itself in hundreds of counties in 
the Eastern States. During a recent 
visit in Illinois the writer was able to 
converse with dozens of old friends 
from any house in the district. The 
people in that portion of the county 
had for years maintained an associa- 
tion for the capture of horse thievés. 
When a stable had been raided couriers 
were sent out calling out the members 
to assist in capturing the thief. Since 
the introduction of farm-house tele- 
phones the Qssociation has become un- 
necessary and the minute riders have 
lost their calling. Horse stealing has 
become wellnigh impossible, 
criminal in any line can be easily in- 
tercepted. Southern California’ is far 
behind the most isolated portions of the 
Middle West in the establishment of 
rural telephones, and the matter should 
be taken up by the farmers’ clubs gen- 
erally. Through its local club Glendora 
made it porsible to adopt the plan of 
organisation through a mutual com- 
pany. 


Rural Mails. 

It is not generally known to what ex- 
tent the government is establishing 
routes for rural mall delivery. The 
Times has been prominent in the pro- 
motion of quick intelligence throughout 
its territory through an efficient sys- 
tem of distribution sustained by its 
own agents. In many cases this has 
included a special general delivery, in 
which the mall of patrons was distrib- 
uted to individuals throughout the 
field by special arrangement with the 
patrgns of the local postoffice. But the 
government is operating a complete 
system in new localities every year. 
The service began in 1894, with an ap- 
propriation of $10,000 for experimental 
purposes. In the last six years the 
service has increased to enormous pre- 
portions. The appropriation for the 
fiscal year of 1902 is $3,500,000. 

In securing this rapid increase of ap- 
propriations much credit Is due the 
farmers’ clubs, the State granges and 
the genera! organization of the Patrons 
of Husbandry. Much opposition has 
been encountered from many of the 
smaller postmasters, and the Star 
Route contractors, but the convenience 
to the farmers and the increase of rev- 
enues brought by rural free delivery 
has triumphed over all opposition and 
the big appropriation of March last 
was secured without serious difficulty. 

Theoretically the government should 
deliver every letter and peckage at the 
door of the addressed. Money orders 
should be issued and cashed, regi*tered 
mail received and delivered and the 
service made the same as at the win- 
dow of a postoffice. Strange as it may 
seem, this service has been found prac- 
tical and in many cases profitable by 
the increase of business, until the 
farmer on many routes can do business 
with “Uncle Sam and bring the old 
man to the farmer's gate to transact 
it. Many of the more enterprising 
morning daily papers of the country 
cannot walt the slower time of the 
postal messengers, and will still main- 
tain their own facilities. The evening 
papers will have to wait till next day 
or travel when people have gone to 
bed. In the remote districts where pri- 
vate service is impossible, the rural 
routes have increased the circulation 
of the daily paper enormously, besides 
giving the patrons of the free delivery 
daily market bulletins by mail and the 
morning weather reports and predic- 
tions. The reception of this great con- 
venience has been #0 enthusiastic by 
the farmers of the country that the 
government no longer considers free 
rural mail delivery an experiment, and 
ws preparing to extend it to all 
of the country that desire it. It will 
soon be almost universal.

Lively Vine Planting. 3 

Away out in the foothill field the 
planting of vines is assuming unusual 
attivity. Cucamonga seems to be the 
center of the movement, and literally 
thousands of acres of new vineyards 
will result as the achievement of two 
years of increase in this line. About 
Cucamonga the vineyards are entirely 


free from the vine disease, and reports 
of healt are almost universal 
where the plants have been given 


proper cultivation and food. This im- 
provement in the vine conditions and 
broadening of the area of vineyards 
will more than offset the decadence of 
the deciduous fruit interests, and bring 
Southern California to the front again 
as a wine producer. The planters are

provide for the maintenance and care 
of the same. And the city council shall 
have power to prescribe the height,

public use, whether or not, and 
to compel compliance with its ordi- 
nances in the premises by the owners or 
occupants of the lots fronting thereon.” 
“After the council has obtained juris- 
diction by publication of the prescribed 
notices, the council will receive bids for 


furnishing the trees, and doing the 
work ordered. A provision required in 
all bids is: 


A bids shall state the sum or price 
for wifich the bidder will undertake to 
furnish the trees of the kind, age and 
size required; set out the trees, 
warrant every one of them to grow, or 
replace al ithat fall to grow; ... 
and will for there years care for, culti- 
vate, protect, irrigate and trim said 


trees. 

“When the council has accepted any 
bid, the superintendent of streets will 
be authorized and tinestructed to 
enter into contract with the accepted 
bidder to do all of the work ordered, 
and the bidder must furnish a satisfac- 
tory bond for the faithful execution of 
So work and conditions in said 

tract. 


“All of the work is done under the 
supervision of the superintendent of 
streets, who will at completion issue an 
assessment and warrant for collection 
of the costs and expenses, under the 
contract, which sums become a lien 
upon the various properties fronting on 
said work. 

“Further power is given to the coun- 
cli to prescribe height, etc., of hedges; 
may prohibit planting of thorn-bearing 
hedges and use of barbed wire along 
street lines; also to condemn as public 
nuisances any or all weeds wlose seeds 
are of winged or downy nature, and 
are spread by the winds; and may com- 
pel the eradication of such weeds at ex- 
pense of owners of the lots whereon 
they grow. 

“Further provision is made for re- 
placement of missing trees, and care 
and maintenance of all trees, after the 
expiration of three years named in the 
original contract, to be paid from the 
#treet fund. I quote, vis: 

Section 13. This act shall apply to 
euch municipalities as shall by vote of 
the electors residing therein determine 
to come within ifs provisons.’

= proceedings are the salient 
nts of a etatute which seems to have 
overlooked. I do not know cer- 
tainly of any municipality that has 
adopted it (except possibly ena, 
and lam reluctant to quote that;) but 
it seems to me admirably adapted to 
all smaller cities and towns, particu- 
larly those incorporated under the fifth 
and sixth classes. e only objection 
that seems likely to arise is the neces- 
sary cost of the council proceeding 
to ‘obtain juridiction,’ such as adver- 
tising and surveys, etc.; so that it may 
exercise ite power of making the cost 
a lien upon the property of an absent 
or non-resident property owner. 

“If a community is unitéd upon the 
general question of improvement of a

Europe stil! supplies its 
quota of seeds and bulbs, but with the 
vas. extent of territory over which 
floats the American flag, with the wide 
range of temperature, the rich soil and 
the energy and intelligence of the men 
engaged in horticulture, there is every 
réason to believe that in the near future 
we shall not only produce all we need 
ourselves, but we shall be able to con- 
trol the markets of the world in een 
production. The seed grower is for 
the most part a contractor who takes 
the stock supplied by the seedsman and 
delivers the entire product. His work 
is supervised by the sman, who in- 
spects the growing p and carefully 
‘rogues,’ that is, destroys any plants 
which are not up to type. It often 
happens that an improvement will be 
apparent in individual plants, and these 
are carefully marked, the seed preduct 
kept separate, and sown the following 
season. It is obvious that the ter 
the amount of care bestowed on inspee- 
tion and the greater intelligence 
brought to bear upon it, the better in 
proportion must be the result. It is 
upon this care and intelligence that 
that reputation is based. The seed 
grower is often a hybridizer, and to 
the patient work of these men we owe 
many of the improved varieties now in

SULTAN WANTS TO TRANSPLANT 
HIM TO ANOTHER SPHERE, 


Sentence of Death Has Been Decreed 
Against Brother-in-law of Turkey's 
Ruler, but the Condemned Man Scented 
the Trap and Escaped. 


[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1 

CONSTANTINOPLE,. Feb. 6.—{By 
Atlantic Cable.) The Sultan's brother- 
in-law Damad Mahmud Pasha, has 
been sentenced to death. Mahmud has 
long been prominent in the Young 
Turk movement, and wae recently ex- 
pelied from Greece at the behest of 
the Sultan. Mahmud went to Rome, 
and the Sultan requested his expulsion 
from Italy. It was refused, but Mah- 
mud proceeded to Paris, where he re- 
mains in safety. All the Sultane 
blandishments failed to induce him to 
return to Constantinople, and the 
Criminal Court was instructed to issue 
a Warrant for Mahmud’e arrest, and to 
try the fugitive by default, with the 
result that he was condemned to death. 

A dispatch to the Associated Press 
from Constantinople dated December 
18, 1899, announced that the flight of 
the Sultan's -brother-in-law, amad 
Mahmud Pasha, during the previous 
week, with his wife's jewels, and all the 
money he could collect, had caused a 
sénsation there. He Mas accompanied 
by his two sons, Princes Sabaggedit 
and Lauthfalia. 

It was ascertained that Mahmud 


the Turkish government telegraphed to 
the French Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
M. Delcasse, asking for the arrest of 
the fugitive on his arrival at Mar- 
seilles, and his return to Constantino- 
ple on the charge that he was impli- 
eated in a plot to assassinate the Sul- 
tan, This accusation, however, was 
generally discredited, and was be- 
lieved the refugee wae the victim of 
an intrigue. . 

A later dispatch from Constantine- 
ple said Mahmud, who intended to stay 
in Paris for a time, declared that the 
charge that he had appropriated money 
and accepted bribes was a calumny, 
and that he was being perseeuted by 
political intriguers. Mahmud an- 
nounced that he intended to go to Lon- 
don, and that when he reached that 
city he would publish an open letter 
exposing the methods and policies of 
Sultan Abdul Hamid, and also a 
brochure entitled “Turkey's Coming 
Downfall.” 

Mahmud is about 50 yeare old. The 
Sultan, after Mahmud's flight, decreed 
the divorce of his sister, Seniha Sul- 
tana, in consequence of her husband's 
desertion. 

Mahmud. realized f.2,000,000 Just be- 
fore his departure, but his principal 
estates were confiscated, and he and 
hie sons were officially proclaimed 
renegades and outlaws.

Mme. Ratazzi de Rute, 

PARIS, Feb. 6.—The correspondent 
of the New York Herald cables his pa- 
per announcing the death today of 
Mme. Ratazzi de Rute, directress of the 
Nouvelle Revue Internationale. 

Under the name of “Baron Stok” 
Mme. Ratazzi de Rute conducted the 
Nouvelle Revue Internationale, and 
was for years one of the most cele- 
brated women in Europe. She was the 
daughter of Letitia Bonaparte, niece 
of Napoleon I, and Thomas Wyse, who 
was once British Minister to Greece. 
She was born at Waterford in 1827. 

Comparatively poor, she had bound- 
less ambition. After passing an ex- 
amination to become a governess in 
1850, she attracted the attention of a 
wealthy Alsatian, the Prince De Solms. 
whom she asked to marry her, and 
he did. Two years later, an imperial 
decree banished her from Paris, and a 
formal! separation was effected. From 
1852 to 1860, the Princess lived in Savoy 
and at Nice, where she became inti- 
mate with many of the leading French 
writers, notably Eugene Sue and Pon- 
eard. She herself took to Uterature se- 
riously, and wrote a number of poems, 
novels and comedies. On the annexa- 
tion of Savoy she returned to Paris. 
In 1862 she married the eminent Italian 
statesman, Urbano Ratazgzi, but her 
new domestic duties did not prevent 
her from continuing her literary labors. 
Sig. Ratazzi died in 1873, and she mar- 
ried a Spanish engineer and deputy, 
Sefior De Rute. 

Capt. Thomas Couch. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 6.—Capt. 
Thomas Couch, one of the best known 
mining men on the Coast, died last 
night at the Homeopathic Sanitérium. 
For nearly four weeks little hope has 
been entertained for his recovery. His 
remains will be sent to Great Falls, 
where they will be interred. 

Capt. Couch had for years been iden- 
tified with the management of the 
great Anaconda properties, and later 
with the Mariposa mines. He retired 
from the management of the latter sev- 
eral years ago, and engaged in dredg- 
ing near Oroville, where he developed 
a big enterprise, which ie at present 
one of the best paying in the State. He 
was a native of Cornwall. England. and 
58 years of age. He is believed to have 
left an estate valued in the neighebor- 
hood of half a million.

Professor Who Believes That Bible is

Northwestern University. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 6.—Prof. Charies 
W. Pearson will be asked to resign 
from the faculty of Northwestern Un- 
versity, the Tribune says, if the re. 
port of the committee appointed to 
investigate his case, is accepted by the 
Executive Committee of the board of 
trustees. 

The report, in substance, it is said, 
will. declare that Prof. Pearson has 
transgressed the rules of propriety 
in openly declaring the fallibility of the 
Bible while occupying a chair in an in- 
stitution supported mainly by contribu- 
Mons from members of the Methodist 
Church: and that he should seek a 
chair in some liberal! institution, where 
he would be at liberty to preach any 
doctrine he might desire. For these 
reasons the conclusion is drawn that 
he university trustees should ask Prof. 
— to resign.
